Matters are 
certainly - looking’ very’ serious for the: 
Russians, Not only have they been de- 
feated in two places on the banks of the 
Lom within the last few days, . but the 
latest telegram which we publish else- 
where records what appears to be an 
equally crushing defeat at Plevna, making 
the third received by the Russians in that 
neighbourhood. The battle of Plevna 
referred to in.the papers received from 
home by the last mail-is not. the one at 
which the Russians’ were telegraphed to 
have lost some thirty thousand men in 
killed and wounded, the latter’ battle 
having taken place a, week or more subse- 
quently. The Russians have now been 


badly beaten on both flanks, and we may: }- 
‘shortly hear of their voluntary retire- 


ment from the Sohipka Pass. 


Tue authorities in the Straits still seem 
to be grappling manfully with the difi- 
culties of establishing post-offices for the 
reception and. distribution of Ohinese 
correspondence. At Penang a Chinaman 
has been charged with sending letters to 
China otherwise than through the Post 
Office and fined the sum of $200. Mr 
Justica. Phillips, in delivering judgment 
in the case, said that it had -been clearly 
proved that defendants had_sent a box 
containing nine hundred letters. It was 
evident that, ‘so long aa. the Ohinese were 
allowed to evade the law with impunity, 
the new. system could not havo a fair 
trial, It had been urged against the 
Government scheme that the Chinese 
aub-post-master would be unable to 
deliver letters in the interior of Obina ; 
but there was nothing thathe was aware 
of to prevent persons residing there 
sending letters to their agents in the 
Tresty Ports. provided they paid -the 
postage, He did not. consider this at all 
a case for a nominal fine, as it was clear 
the defendant did not act through 
ignorance ; he thought it right to impose 
such a fine as would deter the defendant 
from again committing the offence. 

The attempt that is being made by the 
Straits authorities ‘to take the, corre- 
spondence of Chinese immigrants from 
the hands of private individuals in the 
Settlements, and bring it under official 
control by the establishment of Chineso 
post-offices, appears to be a task beset 
with very ‘considerable difficulties, 
and one ‘in which success is. by no 
means sasured, It will be recollected 
that when theoffices were fist established, 
a mob, incited by certain of the Chinese 
who up to that time bad monopolised 
this postal business, sacked one of the 
nev. post-offices, severely handled a 
Police Superintendent, and wound up the 
day's proceedings by an attack upon & 
Police . Station, when: they wore fired 
upon and several of their number killed. 
There ‘is no doubt that the establishment 
of these offices would confer considerable 
benefits upon tho Chinese. community 
and, at the same time, considerably in- 
crease the revenue of the Settlements, if 
they could be successfully worked, and 
tho people would take advantage of them, 
Our Postmaster-General here (Mr Lister), 
however, pointed out several important 
difficulties in the way of working these 
post-offices in -his report for 1876, 
Some. difficulty: is caused,” he stated, 
“by the: necessity for providing 
for Chinese Yemittances, ‘The confusion 
likely to be caused by Chisiese names, 
and. the various ways of anglicising them, 
may be prevented. by a very simple ex- 
pedient. But a more serious impedi- 
ment, especially with regard to the 
Straits Settlements, is the fact that many 
of the: payeea of the money orders would 
regide in the interior of China, quite out 
of reach of any of the agencios of this 
office. When the Sunfoo was wrecked 
in 1874, a large number of Chinese mo- 
ney letters were removed from her and 
handed to this department. They were 
all for villages beyond.’ Amoy,:to which 
port they were sent, But neither by 
advertising nor by any other of the 
means employed was one of .those letters 
delivered: - After lying at Amoy for 
some time, and -being advertised ‘in Chi- 
nese here, they were all returned to Sin- 
gapore.” aaa . 

The difficulties pointed dut here; how- 
ever, can Lardly be regatded as insur- 
mountable. «There is, no special reason, 
so far as we can see, why Chinose’should 


| not-be as well able to’ deliver letters in 


the interior of China for'the Singapore 
Government as' for themeelves, If the 
Bingaporé authorities are “determined to 
‘establish the: offices their only plan is to 
‘abo that the agencies are entrusted to 
out the 


‘effectual check on all private letter carry- 
ing. . A fine of 8200 must, we presume, 
be considered a3 one of. thess effectual 
checks, and possibly the Chinese firm 
niuloted may be now quite willing to act 
for the Government in delivoringletters in 
China, The Straits authorities are 0 
doubt: perfectly justified in taking the 
whole of the letter-carrying work of the 
Settlements, Chinese or otherwise; into 
their own hands. Postal matters are in

nent decision of this Court 1s to declare 
that the Blanche was in fault in the course 
phe took, but that the Cumloong contribut- 
ed to the collision, and that both’ vensels 
wore in fault, The whole damage puatain- 
ed must bo assessed by the Registrar and 
Merchants, and when 80 sacertained tho 
amount thereof and all costs’on both sides 
must be borne equally by both the parties. 
I hope that the rivalry between the pas- 
senger ateamers crossing from Victoria and 
Kowloong will be hereatter carried on with 
good temper and a due regard. for the 
safety of the passengers.

IN SUMMARY JURISDICTION. 
(Before His Honor Mr Justice SNOWDEN.) 
September 4, 1877. 


©. G, Cohon v, D, MeSulloth, $620 — 
Thie was a vlaim. for damages .or the non- 
delivery of 60 flaake.of quicksilver, bought 
by the plaintiff of the defendant, ‘This case 
was heard bafore the Court « few days ago, 
when a non suit wos applied for on the 
ground that the plaintiff was only the 
brokor in the tranaaction, and was not en- 
titled to aue, : 

This point was decided by the Court 
against the defendant on the ground that 
the principil was uot disclosed, aud there- 
fore the agent wan entitled to sue, 

Tho case now came before the Court on 
its merits. The plaintiff having clo ed his 
cage, the defendant opened his defence. 

Mr Johnson appeared for the plaintiff 
and Mr Brereton for the defendant. 

Mr Brereton opened the defence aud put 
the special defences that no contract had 
been proved between the plaintiff and de- 
fendant, ond that, if any, it was only be- 
tween Mr Wai Akwong and Mr McCulloch. 
That tho plaintiff only bought the do 
fendant’a bargain, - that is the” defen- 
dunt had contracted to transfer his bar- 
gain to the buyer; that this was not an 
absolute sale, and that thera was no war- 
ranty of title. The defendant did not con- 
tract that the quicksilver would be delivered, 
but dimply that the delivery orders would 
be handed to the plaintiff. This having 
been done, there was an end of the contract. 
Mr Brereton then remarked on the absence 
of any bought note or dovumentary evid- 
ence of contract. If this had been an out- 
and-out salé there would have beon a 
bought note as was customary. 

Mr David McCulloch was then examined: 
-~lam managing the business for Messrs 
Turver & Oo. L remomber the trade in 
quickellver about 26th or 27th. It commen- 
ced about three weeks before the 27th, Tho 

rica began to riee on the 24th or 25th, 
Before the 26th or 27th I bought consider- 
ably from Chinamen.

I repl'ed that 1 had enclosod his letter to 
Mr Cohen, and that I could not recognise 
Mr Wai Akwong as the purchaser. I could 
Mr Wai Akwong’s 
name waa never mentioned, Mr Cohen 
only used the terme ‘my man” and “the 
purchasor;” he never usd Mr Wai 
My contract with Mr 
Cohen was that I was only to deliver bim 
the delivery orders. I told him when I 
gave him. the orders that I would have 
nothing more to do with the matter. My 
condition with him ‘was that I was to give 
him tho delivery orders and he to.giva me 
the balance, and that { was free thereafter. 
The reply I got to this note was that he 
bought quicksilver from me and that he 
looked upon me for.due delivery. Our 
firm had dealings with Mr Ooben, and he 
was considered as the broker. The amount 
of $620 as the difference in price of quick- 
silver on the 27th and on the Slat July is 
not correct. I was much surprised when 
T saw this, ‘The price on 3ist ranged 
betwoon $79} up to $83, ae far as I 
know.

Cottinued ~The publication is fairly 
correct. ‘Lhe price of quicksilver that day 
was between $79} and $83. It jumped 
about every five minutes. It took a jump 
op the Ist of about $6 more, ‘The outside 
estimate: of the price on the Sist July 
would be $83, I got no bought note from 
the plaintiff, . 

By Mr Johnson:—My firm made no 
sale of quicksilver on the Stet July, neither 
did I, I bought the quicksilver some

bouzht it through the compradore. - 1 paid 
$61,10 for one lot and $32.80 for the other 
lot. The Compradore bought it for. me, 
and I can’t say from whom he bouzht it for 
me.

(Shipping and Mercantile Gazetée.) 

Cape Guardsful has proved fatal to tw 

more mail’ steamships. When we last 
direoted attention to the marking-of the 
position of this promontory, it wae on tho 
occasion of the wreck of the Singapore (s) 
and the Kwangchow. {s). “The latest sacri- 
fices in the name direction were the Meikong 
(s), belonging to the Mossageries Maritimes 
Bteam Navigation Company, aud the 


| Cashnere (8), from Zanzibar to Aden, one 


of the British India Steam Navigation Com- 

any’s fleot. ‘The latter vessel had on 

card £40,000 worth of ivory, and the 
former was liden with a valuable cargo. 
When Sir Battle Frere was at Bombay in 
1873, he was sssured that tho Government 
of India had resolved to build a Lighthouse 
Tower on Cope Guardafui, and we, there- 
fore, congratulated the Mastera of ships on 
the prospective fulfilment of a project we 
had long contended for. It has boon adid 
that the eretion of a building at ‘that 
headland would nocessitate the construction 
of afort, and the permanent ocoupation of 
a short line of territory adjacent: to the 


coast; while difficulties of communicating g 


with tbe shore during certain months of 
the year hare also been mentioned as a 
reason for postponing or altogether abandon- 
ing the much-needed beacon, Steamers 
from the eastward, in running for the 
Straits of Babelmandeb, steer between the 
Island of Socotra. and Cape Guardafui, and 
then shape a course for Aden and the 
Red Sea. A light on Socotra would be of 
assistance to Navigators, but that island is 
too distant from the maisland to be de- 
pended. upon for warning Shipmasters of 
the dan; crous. proximity of the North 
Afsican shore. Considering the number of 
steamers of great valuo that how pass 
through ‘ho.Suez Canal, it ia highly ex- 
pedient that rome kind of coutrivance, in 
the shape of a bell buoy or light, should 
be adopted for giving thoso in obargo of 
ships timely intimation of nearing Oape 
Guardafui, More than a million’s worth 
of property has. bee lost. in. that locality 
within a few years, besides numeroy» lives. 
With the oxperionce the authorities of 
India havo had ia stationixg. Light- 
ships along the const, «nd supplying 
their Crews with provisions, it ought 
not’ to be imposs ble to sustain a float- 
ing light ff Cape Guardafui. ‘She 
Mousoun commences in June and lasts to 


"the end of September, and the furnishing 


of the vessel with orl and necessaries might 
be attended with hozard at. times; but if 
the Hooghly, Bombay, aud Kurrachee ships 
can be ieathed, we ee no reason why 


the Guardafni ship ebanld not be boarded* 


by a steamér from Aden, It used: to be 
argued that vessels would not ride safely at 
anchor in deep w-ter,: and it will perhaps, 
be contendad, in these present days, that 4

A Correspondent of the ae News gives 
tho following account ofa naval engagement 
which took: place on the Danube on July 21:— 

A naval cngagement on, the, Danube took 

Jace fifteen kilometms below Silistria on 
Saturday forenoon. Tho nosount of the 
affair I haye from thrée officers who took 
part in it. : ; 

‘Three bouts made: 4 reconnaissance up the - 
stream to discover the strength of the enemy. 
The Fulgerul, an iron-plated gunboat, not: 
over sixty feot long, carrying one brass one-" 
pounder at the bow aid four under her steel 
stern, and commanded by Licut. Dubashof ; 
the torpedo boat Cedarewitch, Liout, Sches-" : 
tokof, carrying one four-pounder.at the bow 5” 
and the torpedo boat Ptitchia, 
Bal, armed -only with torpedoes, The last 
two: boats are only small steam launches, 
All three carried six torpedoes each, which a 
single'shot from the enemy might have easily 
exploded, This fact gives «ome idea of the 
recklessness of the men aud officers of these 
aotive little boats. Tcan do no better than 
give the story of tho officers in their own 
words :— . : 

‘Woe set out on {Saturday morning—at four 
dolock, and it ‘was eleverl o'clock in the 
forenoon when we camo in sight of the 
Turkish village of Boundjack, ‘situated near 
an island in the Doaube. On a hill just 
above the village wo discovered’ a camp of 
cavalry outposts, numbering over 200 mon, 
and, to our surprise, also on the hills beyond - 
alarge camp of uot leas than 3,000 troops. . 
We got ready our,guns, and fired at the 
camp the moment wecame'near enough. At 
our second shot the cavalry fled, leaving the 
camp, and the fourth shell set the tents and 
shelters on fire, Wo thon proceeded up the 
stream, and round the point of the island to 
pet the — of-the great camp on the hilla 

ayond, and suddenly came upon a Turkish 
mnboat, her two chimneys hidden behind 
the island. She was casemated, and carried 
four ‘cannon. of sixteen centimetres bore. 
‘She immediately opened fire upon us, which 
we heortily returned. , Now there was great 
confusion in the camp on the hill tops, where 
the lighter troops moved about, and seemed 
preparing an artillery attack from the land. 
Still we continued to pepper away at the 
monitor, and had tho satisfaction of seeing a 
shell set her deck on fire, but this was sooh 
extinguished. ‘Another fortunate shot carried 
away her boat, and did other damage.’ ~ Still: 
another smashed her helm. ' Many times she 
started toward us ;then a well-directed shot: 
wouldzhit her, and she would turn about 
again and resume.her promenade up and 
down before the shore, below. the : camp. 
Finding she shot badly we approached within 
a short two kilometres, and a shell set her. 
deck on fire for thesecond time. It blazed 
up strongly, and men were. seen to jump 
overboard and swim ashore, Just at this 
point in the combat a second enemy came, up 
& monitor with two large cannons in a single 
turret, and four also on deck, A company © 
of soldiers anda battery of s¢ven cannon 
came galloping down from the camp on the’ 
hill and-brought their guna to bear upon us, 
and we, thinking it a little too hot, retired 
at; half-past one o'clock, sending shells from 
our. stern guns into the camp and against - 
tho hard sides-of tho monitor. The enem 
did not pursue us, evidently satistied. c) 
counted twelve of our shots which struck tho 
enemy, and for our own part have only.a few 
gia planks to prove we had been in 
action. ‘
